 baſſadours into Pi1ygia, ro de- 
fre che Goddeſſes [mage, which 
was eaſily graunted them , be- 
cauſe they alledged thar they 
were their couſins of the whole 
| bloud, and deſcended of Anens 
the Phrygian. When the Im:ge 
was brought by Ship to the 
mouth of Tyber (which was then 
the only Port the Romans had) 
ſuddenly by ſome divine power 
the Ship ſtood ſtiN, and could 
not bemovedwith all the haling 
or pulling of the Romanes. Ar 
laſt a Veſtall Nunnne, that was 
falſely accuſed to have loft her 


Virginity (which ſhe had wy | 
c 
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ed to keepe inviolate ) fearing 
ſh: ſhould be condemned , be- 
ſought the people to make the 
Goddeſle Peſinuntia ber Iudge: 
which being acmitred , the un- 
tied her Girdle, and praycdin 
the hearing of all , that if the 
Goddcſlc knew her to be a Vir- 
oinimmaculie ſhe would com- 
m3nd the Ship to remove. Then 
tying her Girdle to: the Ship, 
ſhe pulled, and it foHowed her: 
the Romans admiring both the

farre exceeded them all. 

When the day of that grand 
Solemnity was come , the

the Macedons ; ard then Slaves 
to the Romans : the ſame heart- 
burning, and ſpightſull cmulari- 
on,coninuing in the beſt Cirtics 
to our time, Wherefore afrer 
theſe things hapned ar Cyzicnm, 
the Citizens of Nicomed'a in Bi- 
thynia, revolt: d trom Nrger to 
Severus,promiting him (by their 
Emt afladors) to receive his Ar- 
mie, and afliſt him in all ckings.

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But the Cit1zens of Nices, out 
of their malignity ro them, took 
N:2ers part, and errertayned his 
Souldiers, which either fled thi- 
ther, or were {cnt to detend B5- 
thyma.

After a long and 
grim Fight, there being on each 
tide ſo great Slaughter, that the 
Rivers which rannethrough the 
Plaine, ſent much more bloud 
than water into the Sea, art laſt 
the Orientalls turned heir b{cks 
and-fled, the Illyrians purſuing 
them to the Sea ( where they 
thruſt them in with woundes) 
andto the Hill-tops,where they 
{lewthem,together with a great 
number of people, aſſembled 
tacre out of the adjoining towns 
and villages, as Spectatours of 
the battel],; ; ſuppoſi ng they were 
ſafe in that high ground. Nyger 
being bravely mountcd,poaſted 
with a few of his Followers

Niger bcing {laine,Severns pre- 
ſently put to death all his friends 
and Partizans, whether Volun- 
raries, or compelled to aflift 
him, Yet he pardoned the Soul. 
diers which were fled (for feare) 
to the Barbarians beyond the 
River T#grs,;and reccived them 
into favour. For grcat numbers 
of them rctircd into thole parts, 
whereby 
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whereby i it came to paſſe, that 
the Barbarians were afterwards 
more able to incaunter the 
Romanes in ſet batrell ; their 
manner of Fight, before that 
time, being one!'y with bowes 
and ar: owes on ho: ſeback, with- 
out compleat Armour ; having 
no skill ro uſe Sword, or Lance; 
bur clad with thinne looſc Gar- 
ments, they ſhot their Arrowes 
(moſt part) backewards, flying 
from their Encmies. Bur when 
diverſ: Romane Souldicrs, and 
(among them) many Armou. 
rers, which fled thither, had ſer 
ſct up their Reſts there ; the 
Barbarians learned not onely 
to uſe Armes, but alſo to make 
them. 

Severn; having ſerled the Af. 
faires of the Orient to his owne 
contentment, had a ftrong deſire

faid) wonld come to nonzh1, if they 
jarr'd & warr'd one with the other, 
Thus did hee daily fchoole 
tem, and by ſharpe reprehen- 
fions and faire ſpeeches, ſtrove 
all hee could to bring them ro 
fobricty and temper. Bur all in 
vaine, For theſe unbridled Gal- 
lants, being in rhoſe firſt heats 
of youth, flc{ht in all kinde of

Britaine, ceritying, that the Bar- 
barians there wereriſen,and had 
ranged over the Country, pilla- 
ging & waſling all beforethem : 
that he needed therfore greater 
Forces to defend the*Place 3 OT *He mcans 
rather, that his Imperial!

Seve- 
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Severxs was glad of this newes 
as naturally dcfirous of honour, 
and ambitious (after his Eailern 
and Northern Vietorics and Sir- 
namcs) to make a Cor:queſt of 
the Britames, Toytull alſo hee 
was of ſo faiic an occaſion to 
take his Sonnes from Eome, and 
weane them from the Dict and 
Delights of the City,by inuring 
them to aſober military life.

gold. Alexander thertore aſſayed 
rather to buya league,than to ha. 
zard himſelt in the war. But his 
Souldiers were much diſconten- 
ted, that they ſpent their time 
vainly.and were not led trolome 
brave Service or gallant Enter- 
priſe, Alexander(as they ſaid) ca- 
ring moreto follow his Charret- 
ting and Revelling, than to pur- 
ſue or puniſh the 2000 | 
Germanes (as concerned him.) 
Now there was in the army one

Thrace, a Semi barbarian ; and 
which in his younger age had 


beene bred a Shepherd; after, 
being at mans eſtate, hee was for 
his bulk and ſtrength appointed 
to ſerve in the warres among a 
(1) 3 tt v0P 
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troope of horſe , ſoone after, 
Fortune lcading him by the 
hand, he paſled through all Mi 
litary preftermcnts, to the com. 
mard of Armies and Provinces, 
Thus Maximine, was for his fin- 
oular skilinthe exerciſe of arms, 
made Captain by Alexanaer,ove 
all the yong ſouldiers, tothe end 
to traine and make them fit for 
Service, Who performing his 
taske with care and diligence 
was very gracious with all the 


army,For he did not only teach! 


them what they ſhould doe, but 
himſclfe did by his owne exam. 
ple, daily inſtru them : where 
by they became not onely his 
Schollers,bur alſo*zcalous imt 
tators of his valour, being obl- 
ged to him by Donatures,andall 
manner of honors, Theſe young 
Soutdiers (whereof many wet 
Pannonians ) applauded Max» 
mine for his proweſle; but - 

[i 
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ned eAlexanatr, as being fill 
Ward to his mother, & wholly 
ſubje& to theauthoritie and will 
of a woman , which made him 
ſo ſlowly and unmanly to pro- 
ſecute the warres : whereby the 
orientall expedition miſcarried : 
and nothing (in cffeR) was done 
againſt the Germans, And now 
being naturally prone to 7nno- 
vation , and wearied with rhe 
long raigne of the Prince,which 
was but little beneficiall to them 
(there being no competitors for 
the Empire) hoping allo that if 
ſome other were made Empe- 
rour (beyond his expeQation)it 
would be more for their profit 
and preferment , they reſolved 
to kill Alexander and cleft Max:i- 
mine Emperour , who was their 
comrado and fcllow in Armes, 
and for his Martiall $kill and va- 
lour fitteſt for the preſent warre. 
Aſſembling therefore into the 
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Maximine 
clefted Em 
peronr, 
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field in Armes, when Maximine 
came(as his manner was)totrain 
them, they inveſt him with Pur. 
ple, and ſalute him Emperoyr, 
which whether it wcre {o com- 
plotted, or hee were ignorant of 
cheis intentions, 1t is uncertaine, 
At firſt he refuſed and threw a- 
way the Purple. But when the 
Souldiers brandiſht their Cymj- 
ters, threatning to kill him if he 
yielded net, hechoſe rather to@ 
void the preſent then future pe- 
rill , and acceptcd the Honour, 
which (heefaid) had beene of 
forctold him by Oracles and 
dreames:proteſting withal to the 
Souldiers , that it was much a- 
eainſt his will,yet he would ſub. 
mit to their importunity : & lce- 
ing they would nceds have iro, 
he wiſht them inſtantly to rake 
aries, & betorc the rumor wete 
blazed,to {urptize Alexarderthaat 
knew nothing of it,that his ſoul- 
C1ers 
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diers and guard bcivg aſtonitht 
with the newes, might cither be 
drawne to their party, or being 
taken unprovided, compelled to 
yicld. Then cheering all the Ar- 
my,wich promiſing thema dou- 
ble portion of Co:ne,cxrraordi- 
nary Donatives,and remiſſion of 
all puniſhmenrs and penaltics,he 
leads the (traight towards Alex- 
anders Pavillion, not far thence ; 
who, when hce heard of it, was 
mightily amazed, & leapt forth 
of his royal tent like a mad manz 
weeping and trembling, and ac- 
culing MHaximine as perfidious 
and ungratcfu!l for all the ho- 
nours he had done him; and che 
yong ſouldicrs as pcrjur d & dill 
loyall for conſpiring with him. 
Laſtly,hc promiſed togive what 
they would have , and amend 
waatſoever was am:{le, 

The Souldiers that were with 
him,comforting him forthe pre:

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{err , laid rhey would ſtand for 
him to che uttcrmoſt. When the 
night was pait, and it was now 
day,newes comming that Maxi. 
mine was at hand, that a great 
duſt was ſeenc and: a huge multi 
tude heard nor far off, Alcxandy 
went again into the Plaine, & al: 
ſembling the {ouldicrs beſought 
them to protec and defend him 
that was bred up by them, & had 
raigned 14 yeares without har 
ming any: wherear,all commile 
rating him, hc commanded them 
totake armecs & charge the ene: 
my. But the Souldicrs, though 
they gave him 2ood words yet 
ſlipr away one atter another ,and 
would not hight, Some wiſhr the 
Prztorian Prxtct and Alexan 
ders Courticts might bee cxecu- 
red, 'mputing the muriny tothe, 
Others laid all the blame on his 
mother, which by her inſatiabic 
avacice and baſe niggardice (in 

ſcanting 
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ſcanting the ſouldicrs)had made 

Alexanaer odious. Thus for ſome 

while they parlied and argued, 

but marched not. When Afaxi- 

mine army came in fight, & be- 

gan to perſwade them to leave 

that wretched woman,and puny 

Prince , that was ſtill under his 

mothers wing ; and adhere to a 

valiant Souldier and brave com- 

mander,thatwas their own com- 

panion in armes,and an excellent 

Maſter in the Art Military, they 

all preſently revolted fromAtex- 

ander , and with one voice pro- 

clamed Maximine Emperour.

a little before eſcaped by fligh 
or concealment: which yet {oct 
after were all apprehended ant 
ſlaughtered by Maximine, This 
cnd had Alexander and his Mo.

Hee baniſht alſo from the 
court, al Alexauders (cryants,that 
had ſo many yceares waitcd, and 
put many ofthem to death upon 
miſpriftoun of Treaſon, becauſe 
they mourned for their,old ma- 
ſter, But that which ſet a kcene 
edge upon his Tyranny, wasan 
information, that many Cap- 
taines aid all the Roman Senate 
conſpircd againſt him, 

There was one Magnrs,a very 
noble Gen:Ieman,thar had been 
Conſu!; who was accuſed to the 
Emperor that he 1ai{ed a faction 
ag1inſt him, and dealt with the 
Souldicrs to make himſclte Em- 
peror, The Plot was faid to be 
this: Maximim had built a bridge 
over the River to go again!t the 


Ger: 
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Germans;for as ſoon as he came 
to the Soveraignty, he preſently 
zpplycd himſclfe to the warres, 
For being clected to the Empire 
for his huge bulke, approved ya- 
lour, & $kill in military affaires, 
he intended by deeds of Arme; 
toconfirme the Soldiers in their 
good opinion, and to make the 
world know , that Alexanders 


feare,& *retardation of the war, * wim.noww. 


was juſtly ro bee condemned, 
Wherfore he ſpared no pains to 
muſter and traine the Souldiers, 
and being till in armes himſclfe, 
he mightily incouraged the Ar- 
my. Having made the bridge, he 
purpoſed to paſle into Germany, 
BurMagnw was reported to have 
pcrſwaded many ot the beſt ſo]- 
diers (who had the charge of 
puarding the bridge)that as ſoon 
as Maximine WwerC paſicd over, 
they ſhould cut it down and lo 


(preventing his returne) betray 
him 
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him to the Barbarians. For { 
deep & broad was the river, tha 
it was impoſhble hee ſhould re. 
treat(there being no ſhips on the 
other {1dec.) 

This was the rumor, but whe 
ther true, or feigned by Maxi 
min,is uncertain; tor it is hard t; 
determine any thing therein, al 
that were ſulpetted, being ud 
denly apprehended, and cruel 
ſlain, without Iudtciall Proceſk 
or Pleading. But now the Ofto 
eneArchers began to reyolt. Fur 
being much gricy'd at Alexavan 
murther,8& meeting (by chance) 
with 2#4rtinss one of Alexanaeni 
friends(diſmiſt bur a little before 
by Maximine)they layd hold on 
him, and utterly againſt his wil 
made him their Chiefe, and ho- 
nouring him with the fatall Or- 
naments of Purple,and Fire cat- 
ricd before him, they proclamed 
him Emperor,that neither knew 


of 
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howbcir, ſoone after ſleeping in 
his Tent, he was ſuddenly (lain 
by one that had beene his com- 
panion, and(as ſome ſay )his af- 


fied friend: whoſe name was Ma. Mareden. 


cedon, the Captain of the Oſro- 
ens, and the firſt mover of their 
revolt fro Maximin. And though 
hee had no cauſe nor quarrell at 
all againſt him; yet he flew him, 
whom himſelf had compelled to 
take upo him the Empire, Then, 
thinking he ſhould be wondrous 
welcom toMaximine,he brought 
him 24artinw head for a Pre- 
ſent, Maximine being glad to ſee 
it, and rejoycing that his enemy 
was {o eaſily made away; wher- 
as the Aftour expected great 
thanks and preferment ; hce put 
him to a moſt crucll death ; as a 
Ringlcader of RebeJlion, a mur- 
therer of him that hee had per- 
ſwadcd (againſt his will) to that 
CNCIPIZE; 
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centerprize; anda Traitour to his 
* deareſt friend, Theſe & the like 
occaſions whetted Maximine to 
all immanity, that (of himſelfe) 
was excceding bloudy.He hada 
horrible ugly countenance, and 
ſuch a Cyclopicall Bulk,rhat no 
Greck nor Barbarian Champi- 
on was comparable to him. H1- 
ving thus ordered his affaires,he 
leads all his army with grcat cou. 
rage over the Bridge,and makes 
war upon the Germans. A won. 
drous multitude of people fol- 
lowed him , almoſt all the Ro- 
man forces,the Moreſco darters, 
and m1ny Bands of Archers of 
the Oſroens and Armenians: 
(whercof,the ficſt are Vaſlalls to 
the Romans; the latter their Al- 
lics and Confedcrates}as alfo the 
mercenary and fugitive Parthi- 
ans,and the Caprives of that na- 
tion that ſerved the Romanes in 
the war. Which confuſed Maſle, 
having

having been firſt raked together 


by Alexander,was after augmen- 
ted & well trained by Maximne. 
Theſe Darters and Archers arc 
yery ſerviceableagainſt the Ger- 
mans, becauſe they nimbly ſally 
forth upon the enemy (ere they 
are aware) and cafily retreat z#40 
the Groſſe of the army ,Maximin be- 
Ing entred the enemies country, 
& finding none to reſiſt him(for 
allthe Barbarians were fled)ſ{poi-
